I, Thomas G, Brown, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1. 132, declare: 

1 . I received a B.A. degree in physics from Gordon College, and a Ph.D. degree 
in optics, from the University of Rochester 

2. I have been on the faculty at the Institute of Optics, University of Rochester, 
Rochester, N.Y. since 1987, and I currently serve as Associate Professor at the Institute of 
Optics and as a Scientist with the Laboratory for Laser Energetics at the University of 
Rochester. 

3. I am one of three co-inventors of the above patent application. 

4. The polarized light beams output from the polarization beam splitter 34 shown 
in FIG. 1 in the above-identified patent application aire properly illustrated. 

5. It is well known to those of ordinary skill in the art that beam splitters can 
selectively reflect a particular polarization direction, such as the vertically polarized 
direction, while transmitting the orthogonal or horizontally polarized direction. This is 
usually accomplished by applying a thin-film multilayer coating to the surface that splits the 
beam in the beam splitter. 
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6. In the embodiment shown and described with reference to FIG. 1 in the above- 
identified patent application, the portions 24(1) and 24(2) of the beams are vertically 
polarized and thus are both reflected by beam splitter 34 to lens 37 while the portions 26(1) 
and 26(2) of the beams are horizontally polarized and thus are transmitted by beam splitter 34 
to lens 37.
